Minot, N. IL, June 15—The Great Northern passenger 
train known as No. 2, Oriental Limited was derailed and 
burned at Palermo, about forty miles west of Minot at six 
o ’doc K this morning. 
A t least two persons were killed 
aud scores were injured. The train is not scheduled to stop 
between Williston and Minot and was going at high speed 
when it passed Palermo. 
When it reached a short distance

)e adverse, and that the duma will 
accept the recommendation. 
In order to keep strictly within the 
legal limits, the committee may recom­ 
mend the suspension of sixteen lead­ 
ers on condition that the government 
disclose the evidence 
against them, 
btu there is not the slightest expecta­ 
tion on either side that this will save 
the situation.
